It may no! contain any disparaging comments on the inter national search report or the relevance of citations 
contained in that report. Reference io citations, relevant to a given claim, contained in the international search 
report may be made only in connection with an amendment of thai claim. 



Consequence ii a demand for International preliminary examination has already been filed
